MARRIED  IN  PENNA.  11-13-1770 

MARY  HATTON,  WHO  SURVIVED  HIM  FOUR  YEARS,  AFTER  DEATH  OF  HER  HUSBAND 
LIVED  WITH  A  DAUGHTER  MRS.  JOSEPH  LAKIN  TWO  MILES  WEST  OF  FELICITY,  WHERE 
SHE  DIED  1831. 

ADAM  AND  MARY  SIMMONS  WERE  AMONG  THE  FIRST  SETTLERS  IN  CLERMONT  COUNTY, 
OHIO,  HAVING  FIRST  LIVED  AT  THE  MOUTH  OF  THE  BULLSKIN  1797-98,  WHERE  REV. 
GEORGE  BROWN  FORMED  A  SMALL  CLASS  OF  METHODISTS  AND  APPOINTED  WILLIAM  FEE  C 
ADAM  SIMMONS  CLASS  LEADERS. 

ABOUT  1800,  THEY  MOVED  INTO  WHAT  IS  NOW  MONROE  TOWNSHIP.  JOSEPH  JACKSON 
SETTLED  ON  THE  HEADWATERS  OF  12-MILE  CREEK  NOW  THE  SITE  OF  NICHOLSVILLE 
WHILE  ADAM  AND  JAMES  SIMMONS  SETTLED  ON  INDIAN  CREEK,  WHERE  A  DESCENDANT  OF 
ADAM  /LEONARD  SIMMONS/  LATER  LIVED.  THEY  WERE  THE  FIRST  SETTLERS  IN  THE  AREA 
BECOMING  ESTABLISHED  BY  1804,  AND  HERE  IN  THAT  YEAR  THEIR  GRANDSON  JAMES 
BURKE  SIMMONS  VISITED  THEM. 

THE  CABIN  BUILT  BY  ADAM  SIMMONS  WAS  OF  THE  FIRST  TIMBER  CUT  BY  HIM,  AND 
THE  STAIRWAY  WAS  MADE  OF  CHERRY-WOOD.  OVER  THE  ENTRANCE  TO  THE  YARD  WAS  AN 
ARCH  MADE  OF  CEDAR  ON  ONE  SIDE  OF  WHICH  IN  LARGE  LETTERS  WAS  CARVED  THE  WORD 
WELCOME.  HERE  THEY  LIVED  AND  HERE  HE  DIED. 

IN  1813,  THE  NAMES  OF  ADAM  AND  MARY  SIMMONS  APPEAR  IN  RECORD  AS  SIGNERS 
OF  AN  INDENTURE-  LAND  IS  A  PATENT  FROM  JAMES  MADISON,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  U.S. 
THE  NAME  OF  JAMES  SIMMONS  ALSO  APPEARS,  POSSIBLY  AS  GRANTEE. 

IN  1820,  A  ONE-STORY  16X18  1/2  FOOT  HOUSE  WAS  BUILT  AT  MT.  PLEASANT,  FAC¬ 
ING  INDIAN  CREEK.  HERE  IN  THE  BED-CHAMBER  AT  THE  SOUTH  END  OF  THE  BUILDING, 
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U.S.  GRANT  WAS  BORN  4-27-1822.  HIS  MOTHER  WAS  HANNAH  SIMPSON,  BORN  BURKE 
COUNTY,  PENNA.,  11-23-1799.  SHE  DIED  AT  THE  HOME  OF  A  DAUGHTER  MRS.  CORBIN 

NEAR  JERSEY  CITY  ON  A  FRIDAY,  MAY  1ST .  HER  FATHER  MOVED  TO  CLERMONT 

COUNTY  WHEN  SHE  WAS  A  MERE  CHILD,  AND  HERE  SHE  MET  JESSE  ROOT  GRANT.*
